A. H. Berezniak, in charge of the 
American Red Cross work. 
Red Cross Supervision. 
Camp Chaucaugua is probably the 
only Boy Scout camp in the United 
States that has American Red Cross 
supervision. 
This is made possible 
here by Mr. Berezniak, who is in 
Red Cross work and at the same time 
is a Boy Scout enthusiast. This man 
is in charge of the hospital at the 
camp and although fortunately, there 
has been little or no illness, he has 
been kept busy in Red Cross instruc­ 
tion work and the awarding of cer­ 
tificates and medals. 
200 Red Cross 
certificates have been awarded this 
summer to Boy Scouts who complet­ 
ed a course in first aid. A number of 
medals were awarded for the advance 
work, which included two courses of 
ten lessons each. 
Boy Scouts learn to do many things 
w’hen in camp and swimming occupies 
no small part. 
Every boy who can’t 
swim is labeled with a small red dang­ 
er ribbon to which is attached a com­ 
mon fish line sinker. 
When he is able 
to swim 50 feet, he is given a button. 
A swim of IOO yards wins him another 
button and after he has become an ex­ 
pert swimmer and is able to pass cer­ 
tain life saving tests in removing 
others from water, he is awarded an 
emblem. 
Four so-called periods have been 
spent at the camp this summer. 
Each 
period has had a task or purpose for 
the boy scouts to accomplish. 
The 
boys of the first period occupied their 
time with construction work. 
The 
second period prepared and put on a 
regular saw dust ring tent circus. The 
third period boy’s followed Indian craft 
work, make totem poles, took part .in 
'radian counsels, etc. 
Many of them 
took back home with them mementos 
of that work. 
The fourth and pres­ 
ent period was spent in kitchen craft. 
Now kitchen craft does not mean the 
preparing of food and washing the 
dishes afterwards. 
It means the con­ 
struction of improved clay oven and 
the several kinds of fires, etc.

Thursday, Aug. 30, will be a big day 
for the thousands of school children in 
Cook County. 
On that day every youngster in

E. Paul, C. W. Farr and Seth Shep­ 
ard will be in charge of the arrange­ 
ments for the youngsters on that day. 
A Junior Cook County Fair is being 
staged for the special benefits of the 
kids. Prizes will be given the young­ 
sters for exhibits of school wort, 
garden and farm produce, Hewers, 
fruits, canned products, poultry, pet 
stock, radio exhibits and many other 
displays dear to a youngster’s heart. 
A beautiful silver cup will be award­ 
ed to the school, whose pupils score 
the highest number of points in all 
contests at the Fair. Individual priz­ 
es will be given the winners in the 
different classes. 
Children’s Day there will be no 
horse races in the afternoon; the race 
track and grand stand being turned 
over to the youngsters and their 
friends for a gigantic track and field 
meet. 
There will be races and stunts of 
all kinds for both boys and girls. The 
St. Charles boys’ school band will en­ 
tertain the crowds that day.

The return of the colored folks is 
welcome news to many people within 
auto distance of Cook County’s fresh 
air camp at Deer Grove. 
It means 
that a series of colored entertainments 
will be given each evening at the 
camp fire. 
This Deer Grove camp is scheduled 
to close Sept. I, but there are rumors 
that it may be kept open until the 
15th in order to accommodate another 
crowd of youngsters from Chicago’s 
needy families. 
* 
Eighteen hundred children have re­ 
ceived ten day outings at the camp 
this summer. When speaking of such 
worthy, charitable work, perhaps the 
cost is not im portant, but it is in­ 
teresting to know th at the county ex­ 
pended nearly $8,000 this year upon 
this camp. Those wrho enjoy the priv­ 
ileges and enjoyments of ten days 
at this camp are sent out to Pala­ 
tine from three county departm ents: 
Social service, Juvenile court and the 
County agent. 
About 600 boys and 
girls who wanted to come had to be 
disappointed this year. 
The physical welfare of these chil­ 
dren are so carefully watched that 
there has been no illness in the camp 
except two suspected cases of measles 
and mumps, which were hurriedly re­ 
turned to the city. 
The children are 
examined by physicians three times 
before they are finally allowed to 
board the train for their outing. Once 
here, their activities are so carefully 
watched that there is no opportunity 
for anything but health giving germs 
to enter their systems. 
The “plant” at Camp Reinberg has 
grown to large proportions until it is 
one of the best of its kind in this 
part of the country. 
The buildings 
consist of thre dormitories, with a 
capacity of nearly 300 beds, a mess 
hall, laundry, ice house, and six cot­ 
tages, including hospital, superintend­ 
ent’s and director’s homes. 
Hungry boys and girls could not be 
expected to wait for “second table” 
at meal times and there isn’t any. 
Three hundred twenty can be seated 
in the mess hall at one time. Flowing 
water keep the drinking fountains 
well supplied with cold spring,water. 
Playground equipment, outdoor and 
indoor games all have their place; and 
for those who cannot take so much 
exercise, there is a library of several 
hundred volumes.

The firemen had carried lines of 
hose into the structure and were fight­ 
ing the fire under the glare of a half 
dozen powerful searchlights. 
Roof Crashes Down. 
Without warning the entire roof and 
one of the walls crashed, burying ull 
those in the building. 
Seven firemen were on 
the 
roof 
I when the crash came. 
They 
were 
plunged Into the flaming building. Be­ 
tween twenty-five abd fifty firemen, 
fire officials estimate, were included in 
the group fighting the flame In the 
building at the time of the collapse. 
Girders Pin Victims. 
The collapse of the roof carried 
three huge steel girders into the tum­ 
bled ruins, and these pinned 
down 
many of the victims. Cries and groans 
of 
the 
injured spurred the rescue 
workers on to greater efforts. 
The work of rescue was badly ham­ 
pered by the heat and the danger of­ 
fered by the possibility of a collapse 
of the remaining wails.

ment, In refusing the latest choice, 
wrote the city fathers among other 
things “that it was mighty peculiar 
they could not find a good name for 
their town." 
W hereupon he received the follow­ 
ing reply: “Acting on your sugges­ 
tion, we select the name Peculiar.” 
And so Peculiar is on the map of to­ 
day. 
Rule In Naming New Town*. 
There is only one rule in the nam ­ 
ing of new towns, and that is that 
there shall be but one of the same 
name in a state. 
But that does not 
prohibit other states from boasting 
towns of the same name. For instance, 
there are 45 names used more than 20 
times each to designate towns and 
cities. 
Benjamin Franklin is remembered 
as an inspiration more than any other 
person, and Franklin as a town name 
takes the prize, occurring ill times in 
31 states.

“The expedition will proceed west­ 
ward into the Central Gobi desert. 
We expect to investigate areas which 
we located last summer and to ex­ 
plore new regions south of the Altai 
mountains toward Chinese Turkestan 
and far to the w’est.”
